For two years I had enjoyed reading articles on early radio stars written 
by Charles K. Stumph. As an officer of North American Radio Archives I finally 
wrote to Charlie inviting him to research and write a series of articles on the 
Fibber McGee and Molly cast and staff for the Journal. Charlie gladly accepted 
and began work. In turn he wrote asking if I would upgrade his McGee log. 
Gladly I accepted and went to work reading microfilms of the "New York Times". 
It wasn't long before the two of us were infatuated with the work. We became 
the best of friends corresponding weekly to share our latest "finds". I began 
“orming as complete a collection of recordings of their performances as possible 
(now at 626 in number). To Charlie I sent recorded copies from which he care- 
fully made meticulous notes. 


Little did we realize that this natural meeting of interest and talent would 
lead us to collaborate on the authorized biography of Marian and Jim Jordan. 
As the months passed milestones were met. N.B.C. permitted Charlie to research 
their archives providing us with leads on names, dates and programs listed 
nowhere else. He gleaned his own massive clippings and photograph files and 
began writing a skeleton manuscript. 


Meanwhile I turned to the "Chicago Daily News" and in two years had read 
an excess of 1,600 microfims in attempt to log all that could possibly be 
logged- to produce once and forever, definitive accounts of Marian and Jim 
Jordan performances. 


In November of 1979, Charles flew west and the two of us drove to 
Los Angeles/Hollywood where we met with Frank Bresee (among others). Frank 
helped. stear us in the correct direction while Phil Leslie provided us with 
photos and a good deal of information. | 


EE Over the next year I traveled to the Southland three more times. On these 
trips Jim Jordan and his wife, Gretchen, accepted me into their home for three 
three-hour interviews, loaned his personal scrapbooks, and shared some warming 
and amazing stories of his life with Marian. Phil Leslie, Phil Leslie Jr., | 
Tom Koch, Ken Darby, Chici Studebaker, Hal Peary, Clark Dennis, and Chuck Schaden 
also provided us with primary information in the form of hundreds of scripts 
and recordings, and provided acccess to personal files that have somehow 
miraculously survived fires and mud slides over the intervening years. 


In the meantime we've collected and processed and excess of 500 photographs 
of cast and staff of the Fibber McGee and Molly Program. All this has been 
personally expensive. Your purchase of these laos has helped to support our 
exhaustive research and preparations. And we thank you. 


Following are ten logs that represent approximately 10,900 verformances 
by Marian and Jim Jordan, from their vaudeville years through their unforgetable 
and wholesome comedy as Fibber and Molly. Sincere appreciation goes to Donna 
Thompson and the John Steinbeck Library of Salinas, California. who arranged 
for the University of Chicago loan of the enormous shipment of microfilms, and 
to Dona Van Orden and Teresa Guerra for their dedication and professionalism 
in typing this project. Your comments and suggestions on these data are 
welcomed. 


Lastly, 1982 is the projected publication date of HEAVENLY DAYS Bioaraph 
of Marian and Jim Jordan (A.S. Barnes and Co., Inc.) May this book and these 
logs serve to chronicle and preserve the vastness of talent gathered together 
by the Jordans in their sixty-three year career.*
